|ufacturing companies. As originally 
offered a tax of one-twentieth of 1 
per cent was levied on business of 
wholesale tirms while a tax on one- 
fifth of 1 per cent was placed on 
‘manufacturing companies.

Passage Opposed. 

At the session of the committee 
Wednesday afternoon, imposition of 
the gross income tax was opposed by

Allen opposed the measure on the 
ground that it was “fundamentally 
wrong and would be injurious to the 
state.”

GAS TAX MEASURE 


Myrick Will Lead Forces 
Seeking To Hold Levy to

As the house of representatives 
passed a six cents a gallon gasoline 
tax measure at its session Wednesday, 
State Senator Shelby Myrick, of the 
first district, announced that he would 
wage a fight in the senate against 
passage of the six-cent levy in that 
branch and would ask that the maxt- 
mum tax be fixed at five cents a gal- 
lon. He also declared that all the 
money derived from the five cent tax 
should be turned over to the highway 
department for road purposes, and 
announced he would oppose the allo- 
cation of any part of this proposed 
tax, either to the counties of the state 
or to the common school equalization 
fund as provided in the bill that 
passed the house Wednesday by a 
vote of 167 to 29. 

The bill passed Wednesday was a 
composite bill prepared by the ways 
and means committee. It increases 
the present tax from four to six cents. 
Senator Myrick announced after pass- 
age of this bill in the house, that a 
strong fight would be waged against 
its passage in the senate. He also 
| said a fight would be carried out for 
the stabilization of the gasoline tax 
and a. stabilization of the road mile- 
age in the state road system through 
constitutional amendments. He is- 


sued a statement. outlining the course 
he will follow in the senate when the 
measure comes up for passage in that 
body. 

Passage of the bill adding 2 cents 
to the present motor fuel tax was the 
culmination of a three-day floor bat- 
tle, in which proponents. of an in- 
crease in the portion of the revenue 
allotted to common scheols scored a 
victory. The measure, as presented 
for consideration of the house by the 
ways and means committee, provided 
for distribution of the tax on a basis 
of four and one-half cents to the 
state highway department, one cent 
to the counties and one-half cent to 
the school equalization fund. 

Adoption of an amendment by Rep- 
resentatives Fidwards, of Lowndes, 
and Davis, of Floyd, however, changed 
the provisions of the committee bill 
by taking away half a cent from the 
highway department and adding it to 
the school fund. 
proposed amendments, including two 
plans for a 5-cent gas tax, had been 
voted down, the house, acting as a

Washington, July 24.—(4)—The 


war contains the following preamble 


“Deeply sensible that their high of- 


fice imposes upon them a solemn duty 
to promote the welfare of mankind; 

“Inspired by a common desire not 
only to perpetuate the peaceful and 
friendly relations now happily sub- 
sisting between their peoples, but also 
to prevent war among any of the 
nations of the world. 

“Desirous by formal act to bear un- 
mistakable witness that they  con- 
demn war as an instrument of national 
policy and renounce it in favor of the 
pacifie settlement of international dis- 
putes ; 

“Hopeful that, encouraged by their 
all the other nations of the 
will join in this humane en- 
deayvor and by adhering to the pres- 
ent treaty as soon as it comes into 
force bring their peoples within the 
scope of its beneficent provisions, thus 
uniting the civilized nations of the 
world in a common renunciation of 
war as an instrument of their nation- 
al policy; 

“Have decided to conclude a treaty 
and for-that purpose have appointed 
as their respective plenipotentiaries 
(here follows the names of the execu- 
tives and rulers and blank spaces for 
the names of the plenipotentiaries) 
who, having communicated to one an- 
other their full powers found in good 
and due form have agreed upon the 
following articles: 

“Article 1, The high contracting 
parties solemnly declare in the names! 

of their respective peoples that they 
condemn recourse to war for the so-| 


lution of international controversies, 
and renounce it as an instrument of 
national policy in their relations with 
one another. 

“Article 2. The high contracting 
parties agree that the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts of 
whatever nature or of whatever origin 
they may be, which may arise among 
them, shall never be sought except by 
pacifie means. 

“Article 3. The present’ treaty 
shall be ratified by the high contract- 
ing parties named in the preamble in 
accordance with their respective con- 
stitutional requirements, and _ shall 
take effect as between them as soon

Both counties are small, lying side by 
side, and after they are combined into 
ene county, that county will not be 
as large as a great many counties in 
Georgia.

The majority of the members 
of the legislature were agreed that the 


‘additional cent tax was the only solu- 


tion.” 

Economy in governmént is essential 
to the state even with the increased 
taxes, the chief executive said, because 
of the increased cost of operation. He 
declared that during the first five 
months of this year the state had cut 
the cost of operating its auto tag de- 
partment $117,000, the road depart- 
ment for six months $240,000, and 
that the operations cost of the hotel 
department had been cut more than 
half. 
“T have been criticized for failing 
to weto the bill increasing the gaso- 
tine tax,” the governor said. “I have 
no apologies to make. The schools 
needed that money and never would I 
close the door of opportunity to the 
young manhood and womanhood of this 
state.

A Reform That Is Needed. 

Senator Sam Matthews, of Peach 
county, has introduced a peach of a 
bill behind which practically évery 
military man in the state will line up 
in battle front. The object is to have 
the adjutant general of the state 
chosen by the officers of the national 
guard of the state above and including 
those with the rank of captain. 

The office of adjutant general is one 
of specific duties in connection with a 
limited, organized class of citizens. 
The national guard and its officers are 
composed of men of intelligence, dis- 
¢ipline and habits of careful calcula- 
ion. The man at the head of the 
department which they  econstitute 
should be a military-minded man, with 
experience in the organization and 
command .of troops—and not simply 
the “chocolate-soldier” favorite of 
some governor. Just because he looks 
impressive in a uniform, trotting at 
the left-rear of “his excellency.” is 
no assurance to the officers and file 
of real soldiers that he is the snue- 
cessor of the Duke of Marlborough or 
Rebert E. Lee.

Senator Myrick’s statement follows’: 

“As is generally well known, I am 
an advocate of bonds for highway 
purposes. I believe that bonds with a 
reasonable amount of current revenue 
from gas tax at the present rate and 
from license tags will quickly com- 
plete and pave the state highway sys- 
tem. This has been my position for 
several years and recent developments 
in the general assembly have in no 
wise caused me to change my views. 

“Independent of the issuance of 
bonds however, I am convinced that 
before we can successfully complete 
and pave the states highways, not 
only must the gas tax rate be fixed 
and stabilized by constitutional 
amendment, -but likewise the mileage 
in the state highway. system must 
also be stabilized. One of the meas- 


for the bonds they have issued for 
building state-aid roads to the amount 
of twenty-five million dollars,  cer- 
tainly they should be willing to give 
up the small portion of the one-cent 
tax on gasoline in order that the state 
highway fund might receive the larg- 
est possible revenue. 

“I believe that all interests will be 
satisfied with a five-cent tax on gaso- 
line, that is to say. if every cent of 
it is given to building state roads. If 
this amount of tax is imposed by the 
legislaturé without diverting any por- 
tion of it to other purposes, and the 
next legislature does not come along 
and change it, then we will have a 
highway fund of around sixteen mil- 
lion dollars a year net. and in seven 
or eight years the highway board, if 
kept out of politics, may possibly con- 
struct a fairly satisfactory state sys- 
tem of highways. At least this plan 
is worth trying if a bond issue cannot 
be had. 

“But even if this legislature should 
adopt a five-cent gas tax, it will be 
compelled to ‘be conservative about in- 
creasing the mileage in the state high- 
way system, and should keep in mind 
some plan to stabilize the system as 
it at present stands, until that mile- 
age of roads is practically completed. 
Thereafter considerably more mileage 
could be taken in. But to burden 
the state now with more than 7,000 
miles of state highways, which must 
be maintained at great expense, would 
be most impracticable and unfortu- 
nafe,

York came into being January 1, 
1898. It comprises the city of Brook- 
ln, the whole Borough (county) of 
Queens, the Bronx, the Borough 
Richmond (Staten Island) and Man- 
hattan, which as everyone krow:, is 
Id New York. 

Each borough has its own borough 
president and commissioner of pub- 
lic works, who have jurisdiction over 
the paving of streets and sidewalks, 
the building of sewers, and the care 
of subsurface structures. Each has a 
bureau of buildings wherein are filed 
plans of all buildings. Each main- 
tains janitorial and repair service on 
public buildings, police and magis- 
trates courts, publie baths and com- 
fort stations.

“Extension of the term of the lease 
o0 years beyond the time of the ex- 
piration of the lease of the railroad 
also is asked.

State Be Landlord. 

“At the expiration of the 40 years 
the N. C. & St. L. railway lease has 
yet to run, we are asking that the 
state become our landlord in the event 
that the lease of the railway property 
is not procured again by the N. C. & 
St. L. That is a sound argument be- 
cause we must take steps to protect a 
$2,500,000 investment. 


“We agree that the property shall 
be appraiseil and that we shall pay 
rental at five per cent on the value.

FUNERAL SUNDAY 
FOR L. J. STEELE 
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preliminary to the operation. The ope 


eration was performed Monday by Dr. 


H. H. Kerr, specialist of this city, and 
was,followed by, reports that Pe oe 
‘dition was as’ well @s night be @x- 
pected under the cirewmstances. Even 
last night early word came from mem- 
bers of the family who had just left 
his bedside that he seemed to be 
standing up well under the strain. 
Later he was seized with a hemor- 
rhage of the stomach and died at 
1:30 a. m. 

In Washington at the time of his 
death were his wife, Mrs. Rubie S. 
Steele; seven of their eight children, 
Leslie J., Jr., Martha, Sarah, Rubie, 
Mary, Bettie and Charles, the latter 
age 4, together with a brother, R. 8. 
Steele, of College Park. In addition 
to these, the Georgia member is sur- 
vived by a son, John Steele, of Deca- 
tur; a brother, W. O. Steele, of At- 
lanta, and a sister, Mrs. M. C. Med- 
lock, of Reynolds. 

Premonition. 

Representative Steele evidently had 
a strong premonition of death, for 
only the day before he was removed 
to the hospital he wrote his will, 
naming Mrs. Steele as executrix, and 
forwarding the original te the ordi- 
nary of DeKalb county. Moreover, he 
called in his personal secretary, Thom- 
as L. Camp, of Fairburn, and dictated 
a statement, going into intimate de- 
tails of the arrangements he desired 
made for his funeral and interment in 
case he did not survive. 

The statement, directed to Mr. 


Camp, asked that a “simple and in- 
expensive funeral” be conducted. A 
notation said, “Slab, lengthwise, over 
my grave $100, etc.” For sentimental 
reasons, he explained, he even gave 
instructions for the disposition of his 
body while waiting for removal to De- 
eatur from Atlanta. and named the 
minister whom he wish to officiate at 
his last rites. 


Altogether it was an impressive doc- 
ument. It follows in full: 

“In the event of my death, you 
will have to help Mrs. Steele get my 
body back te Atlanta. 

“IT want my body earried to the 
funeral parlors of H. M. Patterson & 
Son. There is a little sentiment at- 
tached to this. The elderly Mr. Pat- 
terson, who is now dead, buried my 
mother 47 years ago; he buried my 
father 22 years ago. 

Simple Rites. 

“T want a simple and inexpensive 
funeral (slab, lengthwise, over my 
grave, $100, etc.) 

“I want my funeral held in the De-

“Serving Second Term. 

Representative Steele was 60 years 
of age and had spent practically his 
entire life in Georgia, his native 
state. He was serving his second term 
In congress, having beén elected in 
1926. His second term started last 
March and would not have expired un« 
til Mareh 4, 1931. 

Before coming to Washington as 
the representative of what has been 
described as the most important con- 
gressional district in the south, em« 
bracing Atlanta and Fulton county, 
Mr. Steele had taken an active part 
in local and state politics. He was 
mayor of Decatur for the five-year 
period between 1915 and 1920, later 
serving two terms in the Georgia leg- 
islature. ; 

Representative Steele was active in 
a number of legislative projects, and 
was largely responsible for the ‘ip 
propriation of $600,000 which con- 
gress authorized for improvements on 
the United States Veterans hospital 
at Atlanta. Also he sponsored meas- 
ures leading to an authorization of 
the $2,100,000 fund for the censtrue- 
tion of a new postoffice building in 
Atlanta. 


Condolence. 


After the news of his death he 
came known today Mrs. Steele and 
members of his family received many 
messages of condolence from friends 
throughout the state, members of the 
Georgia congressional group,  col- 
leagues in the house and government 
officials. President Hoover ad- 
dressed a brief note of sympathy, as 
did Senator Walter F. George, of 
Georgia. 

Born on a farm in DeKalb county, 
near Decatur, Georgia, November 21, 
1868, the son of Michael A. and Mar- 
tha Lucinda (Smith) Steele, and 
starting his education in a_ rural 
school, he soon saw the advantages 
accruing to young men equipped to 
meet the problems of life and he 
later went to Emory college, Oxford, 
where he was graduated in 1893. He 
entered the profession of teaching aft- 
er leaving the college and for five 
years taught at Rock Springs, in Ful- 
ton county, and at Piedmont college, 
then located at Rockmart. His sal- 
ary at this time was $50 a month. 


From these meagre earnings he 
managed to save enough to pay his 
way through a law course at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. He was graduated 
in law and admitted to the DeKalb 
county bar in 1899, Judge Richard B. 
Russell, present chief justice of the 
Georgia supreme court, performing 
that office. His -practice lasted con- 
tinuously in DeKalb county from that 
time until he was first elected to con- 
gress in 1926 to succeed William D, 
Upshaw. 

Mr. Steele held several positions of 
publie trust before he.went to con. 
gress. He was a charter member of 
the Decatur school board, established 
in 1902. retaining that place for 19 
years. He served the city of Decatur 
as clerk, attorney, alderman and 
mayor, having held the latter office 
for five years. He served for eicht 
years as school commissioner of De- 


| Kalb eounty, vacating this office when 
his law practice developed to demand 
tall his time. 


In 1915 he was elected to the state 
legislature, serving through 1918. He 
was sent to the legislature again in 
1923 and 1924, and during his three 
terms in the body initiated some of 
the most important legislative meas- 
ures of the period. 

Mr. Steele was married in 1904 to 
Miss Ruby Sprayberry. of Henry 
county, and there were eight children, 
all of whom survive him.

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| Text of Hoover Speech — 
On Renunciation of War 


Washington, July 
President Hoover, in proclaiming the 
bringing into force today of the Kel- 
legg-Briand treaty for the renuncia- 
tion of war, said: 


“In April, 1928, as a result of dis- 
cussions between our secretary of 
state of the United States and the 
minister of foreign affairs of France, 
the president directed Secretary Kel- 
logg to propose to the nations of 
the world that they should enter into 
a binding agreement as follows: 


“**Article 1. The high contracting 
parties solemnly declare in the names 
of their respective peoples that they 
condeinn recourse to war for the so- 
lution of international controversies, 
and renounce it as an instrument of 
national policy in their relations with 
one another. 

* ‘Article The high contracting 
parties agree that the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts 
of whatever nature or of whatever 
origin they may be which may arise 
among them, shall never be sought 
except by pacific means. 

“That was a proposal to the con- 
science and idealism of civilized na- 
tions. It suggested a new step in in- 
ternational law, rich with meaning, 
pregnant with new ideas in the con- 
duct of world relations. It repre 
sented a platform from which there is 
instant appeal to the public opinion 
of the world as to specific acts and 
deeds. 

- Fifteen Signatory Nations. 

“The magnificent response of the 
world to these proposals is well indi- 
cated by those now signatory to its 
provisions. Under the terms of the 
treaty there have been deposited in 
Washington the ratifications of the 
15 signatory nations—that is, Aus- 
tralia, Belgium, Canada, Czechoslo- 
vakia, France, Germany, Great Bri- 
tain, India, Irish Free State, Italy, 
Japan, New Zealand, Poland, Union 
of South Africa and the United States 
of America. 

“Beyond this the treaty has to- 
day become effective also with re- 
spect to 31 other countries, the gov- 
ernments of which have _ deposited 
with the United States instruments 
evidencing’ their definite adherence to 
the treaty. These countries are: Af- 
ghdnistan, Albania, Austria. Bulgaria, 
China, Cuba, Denmark, Dominican

Plans already have been drawn for 
the three cruisers to be built at gov- 
ernment yards and the contracts 
awarded to navy yards at Puget 
Sound, Brooklyn and Philadelphia. 

Would Cost Billion. 

A few weeks ago Secretary of State 
Stimson made public figures prepared 
by the budget bureau showing that 
the naval program provided for the 
next few years, which includes the 
scheduled replacement. of battleships 
in 1931,- would cost over a _ billion 
dollars. This announcement, osten- 
sibly addressed to the taxpayers of the 
country, was the first step in the gen- 
eral move for disarmament culminat- 
ing in President Hoover's statement 
today. 

President Hoover’s welcome _ to 
MacDonald is regarded as assuring 
the British premier’s visit this fall. 
He said himself in the house of com- 
mons that he expected to come here 
in October.

Attended 
by the representatives of three times 
as many nations as signed at Paris 
last August, it demonstrated the ex- 
tent to which the treaty’s spirit has 
been adopted by the world. 

Denoting the importance of the 
occasion the ceremony was conducted, 
however, with. utmost dignity and 
formality. The noise and confusion 
created at the south end of the east 
room by the frantic activity of 30 
photographers and the announcers of

Tells of Negotiations. 

To make the statement complete 
MacDonald outlined the status of dis- 
armament negotiations now in prog- 
ress and the suceessful course which 
it is hoped they will take in bringing 
the great powers together for an agree- 
ment on reduction of naval strength. 

“It is recognized by all powers con- 
cerned that a preliminary agreement 
on Anglo-American differences is es- 
sential to a general agreement on 
naval building,’ said the premier. 
“The governments of the powers rep- 
resented at Washington in 1921 have 
been informed of the conversations. 

“As soon as the way Is clear they 
will be invited to a preliminary confer- 
ence so that we may all endeavor to- 
gether to come to an agreement of a 
comprehensive character.” The final 
agreement would be ratified at a place 
which . Prime Minister MacDonald 
hopes will be by common consent of 
the participants named by the United 
States. MacDonald regards this as 
“recognition of the splendid part play- 
ed” by President Hoover in these dis- 
armament negotiations.

Mr. MacDonald's announcement, 
combined with three other events oc- 
curring within 48 hours, and all cen- 
tering at the American capital, com- 
pose a situation whose hopeful mo- 
mentousness can be described in ak 
most any superlative, As progress to- 
ward peace they are rather more im- 
portant than any peace treaty or any 
formal eonclusion of any war in his- 
tory. 

Stated in order of time, this series 
of events began with the bringing of 
Russia and China to say they would 
not go to war but would proceed in 
the spirit of the Kellogg pact. Next 
came, on Tuesday, President Hoover's 
proposal of a policy of reducing Ameri- 
can-expenditures for war prepared- 
ness. Necessarily, this proposal was 
contingent upon Mr. Hoover's ability 
to negotiate agreement with Great 
Britain for naval parity, Jimitation 
and reduction. Mr. Hoover had been 
urging this negotiation almost since 
he took office. If the agreement could 
be brought about, we could limit our 
naval expenses. If the agreement 
could not be attained we should be 
obliged, or at least congress would be 
certain, to go on with a greater cruiser 
building program. 

Within twenty-four hours after Mr. 
Hoover made his proposal for reduc- 
tion of expenditures for preparedness, 
Premier MacDonald made his gener- 
ous response.

New York, July 24.—If Lacoste really is out of competition, the 


United States has a chance to bring the Davis cup back across the ocean. 
And the chance should be more than a forlorn hope. 

With Lacoste, the perfect mechanical player, on the side lines, the 
French must trust to Jean Borotra, the inspired Basque, and Henri 


Cochet, a genius of the courts. 


It is possible that the result of the cup 


matches may hang on the doubles; in fact, the United States almost must 


win the doubles to come through. 


There have been some great doublese 


teams in the history of tennis. Sears 
and Dwight, Hobart and Hovey, Ward 
and Davis, Little and A!sxander, Alex- 
ander and Hackett, Brookes and 


Wilding, the Dohertys, ?atterson and 
Wood. Gore and Barrett. Richards 
and Tilden. Wright and Ware. Wil- 
liams and Washburn. the Neels, Col- 
lins and Waidner, Tilden and. John- 
ston, and several vuthers. 

If an outsider were to pick the 
ablest trio from these pairs. he prob- 
ably would select the Doherty's, 
Brookes and Wilding. and Tilden and 
Johnston at their best. Yet it is 
doubtful whether any of these teams 
had anything on Cochet and Borotra 
in top form. If, therefore, Van Ryn 
and Allison can beat this pair, they 
will well deserve to be ranked with 
the great. 

CONDITION COUNTS. 

These coming Davis cup matches. 
like many a boxing eontest, promise 
to be largely a matter of condition. 
When he is right. Cochet has superb 
endurance. The turther he goes, the 
better he gets. He can play tennis 
all day. But Borotra burns up a lot 
of energy ou the courts, although the 
Basque is seldom as tired as he may 
appear, as more than one opponent 
has learned to his cost. Just when 
he looks about ready to lie down and 
die, he suddenly charges with the 
speed of a deer and the fury of a 
tiger. 

Tilden is not going to try to play 
duubles, which means that those long 
used legs should be able. to go at 
full speed for at least one singles 
match. I doubt whether the present 
Tilden can beat Cochet. For that rea- 
son I wish it were possible for him 
to meet Borotra in the first match. 
He not only might beat the Basque, 
but he might: chase Borotra around 
the court to the extent that he would 
be weary when he played doubles. 
After the doubles, Borotra certainly 
wouldn't be any fresher and Lott 
migi.. take him in the third day’s 
singles match. 

In other words, it looks as if, with 
Borotra and Cochet carrying the 
whole burden for the French, that the 
weakest point in the Gallic armor 
might be the Basque. Not that he is 
weak, but that Cochet is stronger 
still. 

George Lott is rather an uncertain 
quantity. Wilmer Allison said to me 
concerning the Chicago star: 

ALWAYS GOOD. 

“Lott always is good, but when he 
happens on one of his best days he 
is better than any tennis player I 
ever saw, berripg Tilden at his 
height.” . @ 

So, if Lott happens to get started 
right, he may possibly beat either 
Cochet or Borotra. The chances for 
anyone beating Cochet are not good, 
I believe the “ball boy of Lyons” is 
the best tennis player in the world 
today—and I don’t exclude Lacoste, 
or any other man—but even Cochet 
isn’t always at the top of his game. 
But Lott on a good day might very 
well beat Borotra, especially if the 
Basque is tired. 

The only thing about Borotra is 
that he is a born showman, and 
Vusually does his best when the stakes 
are highest. His countryman, Ia- 
cote, usually can beat him, but I al- 
ways have thought that Lacoste was 
a mental hazard to him. It doesn’t 
do much good to bound about the 
court against an opponent who gets 
the ball back with never failing con- 
trol, a calmness that is nerve-rack- 
ing, and the mechanical perfection of 
a machine, | 

Playing Lacoste is like expending 
furious energy knocking a ball against 
a brick wall. Your best efforts do 
not appear to get you anywhere. 
Whatever Lacoste’s malady, the Unit- 
ed States players must hope, a la Ir- 


vin Cobb, that, until the cup matches 


are over, it will prove nothing trivial.

In a 
final attempt to save his life yesterday 
four noted surgeons performed a deli- 
cate operation on both sides of the 
brain. 

Mandell would have been graduated 
from Harvard in June, but illness dur- 
ing the winter compelled him to neg- 
lect his studies. He planned to return 
to college in the fall. He had been 
keenly interested in polo throughout 
his collegiate career and was a mem- 
her of the varsity squad: for three

Great Tyrus Had Every- 
thing Necessary for 
Perfect Player.

New York, July 24.4Although a 
generous crop of rookies has appeared 
in the major leagues this season, un- 
covering another Ty Cobb seems as 
futile as ever. 

Cobb is generally the 
greatest player the 
duced. . That he 
if@- obvious, because a 

ayer is quickly detected 
eomes common knowledge. Bunt man- 
agers and players have never been 
able to point to a flaw in Cobb's play. 

For the ‘steenth time I was asked 
the other day: “Do you think the 
game will ever produce’ another 
Cobb?” I do not believe we shall 
ever see a player equal to’Cobb. Aill 
great stars from. the days of “King” 
Kelly, Anson, and Ed Delehanty, to 
the aces of the present, have been a 
different type. Take modern stars. 
Ruth, Speaker, Rousch, Hornsby, and 
Sisler have hit the peaks of fame in 
a playing fashion that becomes only 
themselves. Perhaps every star scin- 
tillates in his own sweet way because 
nature frowns upon duplicates in hu- 
man machinegy. 

MANY LIKENINGS. 

Nowadays when a speedy and sen- 
sational player breaks into the game 
he is often compared with the once 
masterful Cobb, who set the standard 
for superlative. performance in the 
field, at bat, amd on the bases. Ira 
Thomas, who ‘caught for Philadel- 
phia 15 years ago, paid high tribute 
to Cobb's base stealing ability. 

“IT ean stop Cobb's stealing,” 
Thomas to his mates on day. 

“How can you do it?” they 
quired. 

“It's easy.’ remarked Thomas. “I 
merely wait till Cobb reaches first 
base, and when he starts to steal sec- 
ond I throw to third.” 

Outfielders Johnson. Detroit, and 
Swanson, Cincinnati, are two of the 
speediest players who have reached 
the major leagues in the last 10 years. 
Yet their chances to become really sen- 
sational have been greatly reduced 
because base stealing and base run- 
ning are at low ebb. Cobb's career 
lasted over a period when skill on 
the bases was considered.a great as- 
set; in fact, it made Cobb the most 
spectacular player of all time. If 
Cobb had started his big league ac- 
tivities in 1925 instead of 1905 many 
of his magnificent records would not 
have been made.

One thousand, three hundred and 
fifty-three criminal cases were termi- 
nated in the United States court for 
the northern district of “Georgia during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1929, 
which is the largest number in the 
court's history. according to figures 
made public Wednesday afternoon by 
Clint W. Hager. United States dis- 
trict attorney. These figures include 
the three «ivisions of Rome, Gaines- 
ville and Atlanta. 

Of this number convictions totaled 
1,132, acquittals 58 and dismissed 
cases 165. The percentage of convic- 
tions was approximately 96, Mr. Ha-.- 
gers figures showed, which represents | 
a decided increase over the &S per | 
cent of the previous fiscal yenr. “ast | 
years record of convictions was re- 
garded as phenomenal and it is under- ' 
stood that the mark of 96 per cent | 
established during the year just closed | 
will rank high with any other judicial 
district in the entire country. 

Prohibition cases formed the bulk 
of the criminal business in all three 
divisions. Fight hundred and fifteen 
of these cases were pending at the 
close of the fiseal year June 30, 1928, 
and since that time, 1,590 have been 
begun. Drohibition cases terminated 
during the fiseal year just closed 
totaled 1,150 of which number 090 
were convicted, a percentage of 095.5. 
More than 1,000 cases were brought 
over into the present fiscal year. 

Narcotic cases were next in num- 
ber. Figures in this division show 49 
cases brought over; 62 new cases -be- 
fun: 46 cases terminated; 40 convic- 
tions; one acquittal and 5 dismissals. 
Thirty-seven defendants entered guilty 
plens while four were given jury 
trials. A total of 65 cases was pend- 
ing at the close of business June 30, 
1O20.

Washington, July 24.—(#)—The 
survey of the army’s activities by a 
commission of leading general staff 
officers with a view to reducing ex- 
penditures will be launched soon and 
completed in time for the transmittal 
of its findings to the regular session 
of congress in December. 

Secretary Good declared today it 
was planned to make the results ap- 
plicable to the war department ap- 
propriations for the next fiscal year. 
Ile did not disclose whether he had 
determined the personnel of the com- 
mission, Which will be announced 
shortly. 

The survey will be comprehensive, 
the secretary declared, and will em- 
brace every branch of the army.

Slackening, Reports Show. 


New Yerk. July 24.—There was a 
strong active opening in the stock 
market with Steel common, General 
Electric, American Telephone and oth- 
er shares making a new high for all 
time. Strength and activity continued 


until the banks began to call loans 
indicating strain iw the money mar- 
ket. The stock market then turned 
spotty and later ran into considerable 
selling. 

Some $40,000,000 loans were called 
by the Wall Street banks to noon. 
Call money renewed at 7 but advanced 
to 8 around noon and later to per 
cent when the demand for funds in 
the money market on the stock ex- 
change exceeded the supply by $10,- 
000,000, The money was also firmer 

1-4 being bid for. all periods. 

There was no demand for federal 
funds, that is funds borrowed by one 
member bank from the federal reserve 
bank and loaned to another member 
bank. This indicated that today's 
heavy callling of loans was for the 
account of out-of-town banks. These 
banks sent funds here when call money 
recently went to 12 per cent. In- 
terior banks are now needing funds 
for crop moving. 

A slowing down in steel buying was 
admitted today by the Iron Age in 
its weekly review. For the first time 
since the unusual demand for steel 
sturted many months ago this recog- 
nized authority says that signs are 
not lacking of a letup in steel buying.

Call loans renewed at 7 per cent, 
bit was successively moved up to 8, 
then to 9. While this development 
had been foreshadowed by the recent 
firming of time money, it came as a 
surprise to many traders, after the 
some weeks ago that money would 
ease markedly ‘during the latter part 


eof the summer. 


Although the stock market has man- 
aged to make notable headway in the 
face of tight money im the past, this 
renewed stringency was rather dis- 
couraging. Coming at a time when 


fears of an overbought market posi- | 


tion have been widely expressed, and 
when commission houses areadvising 
their customers to exercise caution, 
it prompted many traders to take prof- 
its and lighten their commitments. 

Banks called about $40,000,000 in 
loans, w hich was sufficient to send up 
the call loan’ rate. Money brokers 
state that the credit situation remains 
fundamentally snug, that he 7 per cent 
rate of the past two days was deceiv- 
ing in that it resulted rather from 
lack of demand than from an sinflix 
of new funds. Calling of loans was 
said to represent the “withdrawal of 
funds both by interior and foreign 
banks, 

Bankers saw little prospect of any 
substantial improvement in the money 
situation unless that federal reserve 
liberates credit in considerable val- 
ume. ‘Heavy borrowings at the  faeil- 
eral reserve necessitated by midyear 
settlements, and the drain upon funds 
resulting from introduction of the new 
currency, have kept money tight 
through July. The commercial re- 
quirements of the iuterior and the 
demand for funds abroad are expected 
to keep money rather scarce during 
coming weeks. 

The day's industrial’news continued 


favorable. Iron Age reported that 
while evidence 
mand for steel is not lacking, there 
is no indication of a customary sum- 
mer recession. Most of the earnings 
statements coming to hand were ex- 
cellent, notably those of Southern Pa- 
cific and Public Service of New Jer- 
sey. The loadings report for the sec- 
ond week of July gave evidence of 


a continued high level of distribu- | 


tion. 

Some of the steels, rails, utilities 
and communications issues were bid 
up sharply. . S. Steel reached a 
new peak at 210 1-4, but closed at 
206, off more than a point. Ameri- 
can Telephone was’ an outstanding 
strong stock, rising | more than 8 points 
to a new top at 257 1-4, and closing 
within a fraction of the top. Boston 
& Maine climbed about 16 points to 
2 new high price, and Baltimore & 
Ohio and Erie reached new record 
levels. Some of the railway equip- 
ments were well bought, Poor & Co. 
reaching new high ground, and Gen- 
eral American Tank advancing in re- 
sponse to report that Goldman Sachs 
had purchased a large block. Worth- 
ington Pump issues reached new highs 
on resumption of preferred dividends. 

General Gas and Electric A was a 
strong spot in the utilities. rising 
more than 6 points across the 100- 
mark for the first time, in response 
to prospects of a splitup and more 
liberal dividend policy, Pacific Light- 
ing was also buoyant, rising more 
than 8 points fo a new peak on mer- 
ger prospects, Allied Chemical and 
General Electric sold up 6 and 7 
points, only to lose their gains in: the 
reaction, 

Aviation stocks were under marked 
pressure, United, Wright and Curtiss 
losing 3 to 4 points. Several stocks 
sugged to new 1929 lows, including 
Gotham Hosiery and St. Joseph lead. 
Otis Elevator lost 14 points. Chesa- 
peake & Ohio dropped 7 points, Can- 
adian Pacific 8 and such shares as 
American Can, American Water 
Works, International Harvester, Na- 
tional Biscuit, Westinghouse Manu- 
facturing and Montgomery Ward, 
some 3 points or more.

INVITES REPORTERS TO VISIT HIM IN HOTEL 


Interview 


Washington, July 24.—(4)—Cal- 
vin Coolidge returned to the capital 
today for his first visit since leaving 
the presidency and revealed himself 
to the White House correspondents in 
one of the most intimate interviews 


he has ever given. 

A few old friends visited him at the 
hotel suite which he occupied while 
| vice president. -After attending the 
ceremonies in connection with the Kel- 
logg pact he called on Mrs. Hoover 
to pay his respects and transmit greet- 
ings from Mrs. Coolidge, who was 
unable to accompany him. 

He breakfasted and dined at the ho- 
tel and went for a short ride accom- 
panied by Colonel E. W. Starling, of 
the White House secret service. 

To the newspapermen who gathered 
at his invitation he offered comments 
which at times rocked his hearers 
with laughter. His remarks ran from 
international relations to fishing and 
froin business conditions to writing. 
Here are his words, taken by a stenog- 
—— and distributed by his former 
secretary, Everett Sanders, to the 
press : 

“I suggested to Mr. Sanders that 
he notify the members of the press 
that I would be glad to see them about 
4 oclock. I did not because I wanted 
to see them professionally, but be- 
cause I thought they wanted to see 
me professionally while I was here, 
and I wanted to see you personally.

Thousands of Catholics Gath- 
er To Witness First Exit 
From Vatican. 


Rome, July 24.—()—Rome was 
filled to overflowing tonight with Ro- 
man Catholics from all parts of the 
world who gathered here with the hope 
of seeing Pope Pius make tomorrow the 
first exit that any pontiff of the 
¢hurch has made from the vatican 
since the destruction of the Papal 
state in 1870. Seminarians, pilgrims, 
bishops, priests and monks have come 
from all directions, hailing the event 
as one of the greatest of the century, 
so far as Rome is concerned. 

Until a late hour tonight crowds 
thronged St. Peter's Square to view 
the preparations that had been made 
for tomorrow, knowing how hopeless 
it would be for them to attempt to 
hecome part of the 250,000 persons 
Who are expected to be jammed into 
the space when the pope emerges from 
St. Peter's. 

As a preliminary the pope this eve- 
ning gave an audience to all visiting 
seminarians in the San Damasco 
courtyard. His arrival there was the 
signal for a vociferous demonstration 
by the young clerics. The Palatine 
Guards band played the pontifical 
bymn and once the pope was seated, 
the seminarians, accompanied by the 
band, sang the “Hymn to Christ the 
King.”
